the excuse offered. Indeed the petition itself 
does not disclose at what time or under 
what circumstances he presented bim- 
self with his ticket: at the business 
office and depot of the Hot Springs Railroad 
for the purpose stated, nor that-the time and 
place was proper and reasonable. It seems 
that he had not the required ticket, nor did 
he offer to pay the fare due.

H!S APPEAL GRANTED. 


Kumor that Father P. J. Gleason Has 
Been Reinstated by Rome. 

{t was rumored about town to-day that 
Rey. Father P. J. Gleason, who was sus- 
pended some time ago from the performance 
of his ecclesiastical functions, had been re- 
instated by the decision of the Pope at 
Rome. Father Gleason was the pastor 
of the Chureh of the Holy Name. 
Some months ago. _—cihis name was 
mixed vp with a seandal, in which 
Mrs. Donnelly, a woman who lived in his 
parish, charged him with the paternity of a 
child which had long been at her house, and 
whose mother had been Father Gleason’s 
housekeeper when he lived in Louisiana, 
Mo. On this statement Father Gleason was 
suspended. Later, Mrs. Donnelly was tried 
in the Court of Criminal Correction and ac- 
quitted on a charge of publishing a libel, 
the prosecution growing out of the same 
ease. Friends of Father Gleason stated this 
morning that he had received news last 
evening to the effect that his appeal to Rome, 
Which had been forwarded soon after the 
close of Mrs. Donnelly’s trial, had been 
heard and would be favorably acted upon. 
It is not thought that he has been re- 
instated as yet, but rather that it has been 
heard that such action would soon be taken. 
Father Gleason could not be found to-day, 
but several of his friends had heard and be- 
lieved the rumor.

THE NEWS FROM GREELY. 
The cable news which we publish to-day 


certain extent relieve the public anxiety 
about the fate of the GREELY party. 

The rumor passed about among the Eski- 
mo that the whole party had perished had 
nothing improbable in it. The apprehension 
éreated by this rumor is lessened by the re- 
port brought back py NoRDENSKJOLD that 
only two wembers of the expedition 
had died. It is probable’ that they 
died of disease. But even if they died from 
any casualty, this is a very different thing 
from a wholesale disaster to the party. 

It remains to be settled whether the expe- 
dition has not eseaped the perils of the 
Arctic Sea only to fall a victim to depart- 
ment stupidity. 

NORDENSKJOLD reports that they had 
started for Littleton Island. If they did so, 
expecting to find the supplies that were to 
be left there by the relief expedition, they 
would naturally carry no more supplies than 
they would need on the journey. 

They do not know that “some one has 
blundered,” And that the supplies were 
not left for their relief. They only 
know that they were to start for Littleton 
Isiand by the ist of September, at the very 
latest. 

Their fate, in all probability, depends on 
their estimate of the stupidity of the Goy- 
ernment. if they count on relief from the 
Government which sent them out, they are 
lost. It they thought it wiser to provide 
against the possibility of the failure of the 
relief expedition they, will probably be found 
all right next summer.

The oniy objection is that the course is too se- 
vere. Lhen we bave the secondary course of 
lustruction, which is not s0 good, as too 
much attention is devoted to the classics, wnich 
are not thoroughly taught, either. We are trying 
now tomake the course mure eo Then 
we have colleges where a small tuition is re- 
quired, and hichest of all, 

a “THE FREE UNIVERSITIES?” 

“What plau shall you follow, Professor?” 

“Oh, I shall examine the system as thoroughly 
as possible with the aid of the wmstructors. 
Mr. Web Samuels has promised to introduce me 
to the memvers of your School Board. I shall 
take great pleasure inthe investigation of your 
Manual Training School, of which | haye heard. 
Uur training schools teach a particular trade, but 
mefital culture is almost entirely neglected.” 

*“Wiat struck youas especially remarkable in 
your travels through America?” 

“Well, that would be hard to say. There are 
sO Mahy remarkable thinks here and so great dif- 
ferences from my own country. One thing, how- 
ever, that struck me particularly was the char- 
acter of your poorer Classes, especially 10. the 
West. They are so different from ours. Here they 
treat one as if they were equals, are obliging 
and courteous and appear to havea sense of in- 
dependence about them that is totally lacking in 
France. Our people are a little beggarly and ihey 
expect to be paid for every service rendered and 
are ignorant, While yours are much better edu- 
cated and ave an independent way that I great- 
ly admire.

OUR SCHOOL BOYS. 


Rumored Reform of the Public School Cur- 
riculum— Personal. 


Prof. J.8. Collis of Kirkwood is in the city. 

Prof. Smith of, the A. M. College of ‘Bryan, 
Texas, is at the Polytechnic. 

Prof. J. M. Shelton, Superintendent of the Pub- 
lic Schools in De Soto, Jefferson county, is im the 
city and reports the De Soto schools in an ex- 
cellent condition. A new school building has just 
been erected at a cost of $25,000. A complete out- 
fit of new and modern seats and other apparatus 
has been purchased during the two years’ man- 
agement of Prof. Shelton. 


Professor Chandler, ora of thé public 
schools at Ferguson, St. Louis County, and sister 
are in the city. 

The superintendent of puhlic schools in Kaheas 
City. J. M. Greenwood, is about to issue 
40.000 copies of his excellent report on the courses 
of reading, which will be distributed gratuitouslv 
by the State School Superintendent throughout 
the schools of the State. It is a doctiment which 
will gladly findaniche in the appreciation of 
every professor and public school teacher in the 
State. 

Benjamin F. Butler’s recent utterances in the 
matter of eliminating the higher branches from 
our public school course of study, bas caused con- 
siderable comment and discussion among the 
public schoo) people of St. Louis. A _ reporter 
chancing to meet a prominent local public-school 
man this morning asked: “And what is all this 
stir about your changing the public-school curric- 
ulum?” 

“Simply this: Whilst we would not attempt 
a violent change in the course of study, the best 
local thinkers among us bewail the abstruse 
things that grope into the favor of publie educat- 
ors, and intend to eliminate that which might be 
denominated as transcendental from the ordinary 
course of local school ~~ ¥ 

“When Will you begin this reform?” 

“It is already mnaugurated. The idea that in 
the expenditure of the vast sum of money which 
St. Louis annually expends in educational enter- 
prises, that nothing of a strictly utilitarian nature 
should be taught, is alarmingly detrimental to 
our school interests.”’ . 

“Is there an equitaple expenditure of public 
school funds under the present system?” 

“There is not. Itis a fact beyond contradiction 
that four-fifths of all the 50,000 pupils in attend- 
ance upon our public schools leave school before 
they have reached the sixth grade, and it is alsoa 
fact that a large portion of the school revenue 
gees to maintain the schools in the higher 
grades.”

Gas in the City by the Lake.

Police Patrol Boxes Used as Advertising 
Mediums—A Good Idea--Water Supply 
—Political Chit-Chat. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, September 21.—Like St. Louis, 
this city is in the throes of street reconstruc- 
tion, and it seems to be done with entire dis- 
regard to the convenience of everybody but 
the contractors. Whole blocks are torn up, 
and piles of granite blocks dumped along 
the sidewalks of our principal thoroughfares 
to remain for weeks an obstruction to travel 
and traffic while the-process of reconstruc- 
tion goes on with crab-like progress. Besides 
being an eyesore to visiting strangers it is a 
nuisance to everybody in business along 
such thoroughfares. Why is not such work 
done between sundown and sunrise, as it is 
in the old country? Iam giad to say, how- 
ever, that the work is being done well, each 
layer of sand, broken rock and stone blocks 
being driven down with heavy steam rollers 


and not by paving hammers worked by hand. 


It is probable the first time jn the history of 
Chicago that the streets are being paved to 
last beyond temporary convenience. 

WATER SUPPLY. 

Another St. Louis complaint affects Chica- 
go—water supply—or to speak more correct- 
ly, water non-supply. Residents of the 
South Side complain that they cannot get any 
waterin the upper stories. The Commis- 
sioner, Creiger, however, says he- can see no 
cause for complaint, as the works are now 
pumping from 74 to 76 millions of gallons 
each day. It may or may not be a case of 
growl, but the ‘Lribune, which is nothing if 
not critical, makes use of it, as it dees every 
other public complaint, te give Mayor Har- 
rison a whack. It concludes a half-column 
editorial on the subject with the following 
gentle prod: 

‘Perhaps Mayor Harrison may be induced 
when he returns to spare sufficient time from 
his political affairs to give this matter a. lit- 
tle attention.” 

“When he returns” alludes to his absence 
on the Northern Pacific excursion with Hen- 
ry Villard, and the other day the ‘Tribune 
found fauit with Mayor Harrison for taking 
his turn at wielding the hammer which 
drove the “golden spike,” uniting the East- 
ern and Western sections of the néw Trans- 
continental Railway. 

POLICE PATROL BOXES. 

Harrison, however, is a man of ideas, and 
a good executive. He believes in running 
the affairs of the city on _ business 
principles, and his latest effort is worthy 
of Mayor Ewing’s consideration. He 
proposes to utilize the police patrol bexes for 
advertising purposes, through which, he 
claims, the city can obtain a handsome reve- 
nue. ‘There are four hundred boxes in Chi- 
cago, containiug three thousand two hundred 
panels, and a net revenue of $50,000, he 
thinks, can be secured from the rental of 
these spaces, enough to make the patrol sys- 
tem seif-sustaining. He asked the City 
Council for authority, tut it has not been 
granted. Meanwhile he has had several 
boxes elaborately decorated with railroad 
advertisements fur the public to pronounce 
judgment on, andthe verdict seems to be 
that the Mayor has caught on to a good idea, 
the tax-payers echoing amen! The Tribune 
is, however, still waiting for the verdict. 

CHICAGO INTERVIEWERS. 

Visitors to Chicago are very numerous, and 
Chicago reporters are very active and equally 
versatile, being ready at a moment’s notice 
to tackle any man from the Lerd Chief Jus- 


tice of Eugiand, who is expected to arrive 


here on Saturday next, down to the chief 
slugger of America, who is also coming 
hitherward. Reporters are also expected to 
talk intelligentiy on any subject from meta- 
physics to metampsychosis. This week the 
interviewer has been active with traveling 
Democratic statesmen, two of whom have 
been caught and put on record as to their 
horoscope of the Presidential ticket of 1884. 
Col, Martin Van Buren Edgerly, who was 
the Democratic Governor for New Hamp- 
shire in 1882, and is the second vice-president 
and manager of agencies of the Massachu- 
setts Mutual Life lnsurance Company, is at 
the Grand Pacific. There a reporter met 
him, and made him say of his defeat last fall 
that he “‘would have been elected but for the 
use of money in Democratic towns. Buying 
votes was the curse of New Hampshire poli- 
tics. As it was, he was beaten by 500, run- 
ning several thousand votes ahead of his 
ticket.”” On the Presidential question he 
said: “We must wait and see what Massa- 
chusetts does this fail 1f Butler carries it 
this year he could dothe same thing next 
year, and a Republican campaign, with no 
hope of earrying such a State as Massachu- 
seets, would bea farce. I saw Gov. Butler 
about ten days ago, and he then told me he 
was going to make the race. I[ have been a 
good deal in Massachusetts this year, and I 
tell you the popular sentiment is for Butler 
—they can’t beat him. We New Hampshire 
Democrats were always for Tilden, but I 
guess he is out of the question; he won’t be a 
candidate.” 
THE OLD TICKET. 

Frank Hurd of Ohio, the other Demo- 
cratic statesman, says it’s nothing but news- 
paper talk that the Democrats are demoral- 
ized in Ohio, and that Hoadly is going to be 
elected. He ciaims that the Jocal split in 
Hamilton County will bring out a greater 
Demoeratie vote, all of which Hoadly wil 
receive. He adds that seven out of every 
eight Germans in Ohio will vote for Hoadly, 
which makes his election sure. On the 
Presidential question he declared that “if 
Tilden should be a candidate his election 
would be over the day of the nomination, for 
no issues or no set of men could stein the 
tide of success.” He added: “With any 
other candidate the issue is uncertain till the 
bailots are counted, but not so with Tiiden.”’ 
But his most important statements were, 
first, that Hancock’s tariff letier lost New 
York, and, second, that Roscoe Conkling is 
likely to act with the Democratic party in 
1884.* “I know of at least fifty men in New 
York,” said Hurd, ‘‘who were for us in 1880, 
and after Hancock’s letter shifted in disgust 
and voted for Garfield.” 

FEMALE DOCTORS. 

At the opening exercises of the winter term 
of the Women’s Medical College, which was 
held last evening, over fifty female students 
were present, nore than were ever presented 
before onjopening day. Dr. H. M. Lepnan, 
the president, who wore a heavy black silk 
gown as his official robe, delivered an ad- 
dress on the necessity of making themselves 
familiar with all remedies, without relyin 
on their books to —. them out.

IMMIGRATION TO CHICAGO, 

Speaking of European immigration, it is 
worth noting that the Lake Shore Railroad 
brought to Chicago yesterday two car loads, 
and the Chieago and Grand Trunk brougot, 
from September 13th to 17th, eighteen car 
loads of immigrants. Itis claimed that the 
annual increase from all sources is from 
35,000 to 40,000,-and judging from the prices 
asked for ‘board or room rent, 1 should say 
the supply of houses is nut equal to the de- 
mand, . ; 
PRICE OF GAS REDUCED. 

The movement of the Standard Oil Com- 
pony to give Chicago a new gas company 

as already had one good effect—the reduc- 
tion of the price per 1,000 feet to $1 by the 
old Chicago Gaslight and Coke Company, and 
this has had another good effect, a decrease 
in the number of coal oil lamps. Oil Inspect- 
or Prager says the local Oil trade Kas fallen 
off considerably. a great Many people who 
had heretofore burned oil now taking gas, 
and that atthe present price oil would soon 
be discarded in every locality where gas 
mains could be reached, The days of dear 
gas are over. 

UNSAFE ELEVATORS, 

Have 70 anelevator imspector in St. 
Louis? If so just call his attention to the 
fact that several people have been killed 
within a few daysin Chicago from the neg- 
lect of the official who occupies that position 
here to see that they are Kept in safe condi- 
tion. This is asubject worthy of attention, 
for an ounce of prevention is better than a 
pound of cure.

Rate Discrimination. 

The manufacturers of Cheltenham, are 
loud in complaining because of a general dis- 
crimination of freight rates from St. Louis, 
For instance, the rate from East St. Louis to 
Chieago, a distance of 381 miles, is 8 cents 


per 100 pounds on cheir manufactured goods, 
whilst the rate onthe same class of goods 
from Cincinnati to East St. Louis, a distance 
of 338 miles, is only 7 cents per 100 pounds. 
Then, again, the rate on the same class of 
goods from East St. Louis to ‘Toledo, a dist- 
ance of 430 miles,is 12% cents per 100 pounds, 
and to es a distance of 238 miles, 
the rate is cents per 100 pounds. The 
freight rate from the Union Depot to Kan- 
sas City, a distance of 282 miles is 18 ceuts 
per 100 pounds. These figures show terribie 
discrimations against St. is, and the only 
remedy appears either that of specific legis- 
jation, or an action on the part of the Chel- 
tenham manufacturers and others interested

OUR BOOK TABLE. 


Picton’s Life of Oliver ‘Cromwell, 
the Lord Protector. 


- — 
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Oliver Cromwell. 

Few topics could be more interesting to 
English speaking people than the theme 
chosen by J, Allanson Picton, ‘Oliver Crom- 
well, the Man and His Mission.” (New York, 
London and Paris.) The history ef this man 
is the beginning of the history of modern 
Engiand--the starting point of the history of 
Anglo-Saxon civilization, as we find it spread 
over the world to-day. © When the Roman 
conqueror settled himself firmly on the En- 
glish throne, a contest began upon one side 
of which we find the idea of popular 
liberty and ; progress, upon the other the 
feudai system andthe divine right of Kings. 
in this struggle, which lasted from A. D. 1066 
to January, 1649, nearly six hundred years, 
doubtless many heroic defenders of popular 
right and popular liberty illumine the pages 
of British history —Simon de Mont- 
fort, the Barons at Runnymede, 
the Earl of Warwick—the unnum- 
bered men who struck in the Parlia- 


ment House and injthe field for freedom, 
each played: his part, and played it well, in 
building the edifice, but it was Oliver Crom- 
well who laid the coping stone, who finished 
the superstructure of English Liberty. In 
that solemar council held in judgment upou 
the man, Charles Stuart, he formulated the 
statement thatitis “‘treason in the King of 
England to levy war against the Pariiament 
and kingdom’’—as our author says, “‘a dec- 
laration which, for the first time in the his- 
tory of the world, illumined loyalty with its 
full meaning, and pronounced that faithless- 
ness to the niutual bond is disloyalty, treach- 
ery, treason, in the lord as well asin the 
vassal. * * * They had corrected similar 
errors in other kings by the vile means of 
assassination. It was high time that they 
asserted, in a more formal manner, their 
claim to loyalty from their sovereign. ‘The 
insane pride of awiful king might be un- 
wisdom or injustice, but the damn- 
ing stigma of faithlessness to trust 
was never inflicted on him. Therefore the 
execution of Charles IL. struck a deep note of 
the universal conscience in proclaiming that 
loyalty is required ina King as well as in 
subjects, sna that his treason against them 
is at least as criminal as their treason against 
him. This may not be the letter of the law, 
but it belongs to that law which no letters 
can contain; it emerges from the very con- 
siitution of the universe as soon as rulers 
and ruled are born. The tragedy before 
Whitehall had its evil effects. It frightened 
a succeding generation into a mere idiocy of 
royalist sentiment. It begota spirit of ab- 
ject tflunkeyism, surviving even yet. But no 
monarch has ever since dared to face to the 
bitter end and issne between his desires and 
the national will.” 

To the student of politics the present situ- 
ation of Engiand is an anomaly. Itis as free 
as America, lapped in the strong arms of 
equai law, and yet it bears the trappings of 
monarchy and supports a feudal aris- 
focracy in @ manner unique in Europe. 
That this is so, must also be credited to Oli- 
ver Cromwell, He was a man in advance of 
his time; he cleared the realm of abuses 
which had not grown to such great propor- 
tions as in other kingdoms, and the reaction 
that followed the unsparing protectorate, 
gave equality in Britain and new Jease of 
life. Mr. Picton’s work makes this work 
clear. tle examines the polities of the time 
and the consequence of évents, as weil as the 
events themselves; and the life of Cromwell 
necessarily becomes the history of modern 
polities. Notthat there is in this volume 
any unnecessary digression. 
it, the life of the Lord Protector stands forth 
clearly from the canvas, but his tizgure is 
part ola great historical panorama which 
comes down even to our day. 

Oliver Cromwell was bera on April 25. 1599, 
of a younger 
family. His earliest known 
was Richard Williamsa,  servator of the 
Karl of Essex, whose family name of Crom- 
well he assumed. This was in 1536. The 
young Oliver displayed little to attract at- 
tention during his boyhood and youth, and 
itisonly as a member of the Long Parlia- 
ment that he begins to become prominent. 
Our author's estimate of him at this time 
runs thus: 

The impression mide Inpon us by the oceca- 
sional light thrown upon-his comparatively obscure 
activity as a Working memver is that he took his 
duties a8 they came, struck for right when he 


could, and had neither policy. nor scheme, nor | 


ambition, apart frum the restitution aud security 
of constitutional rights, which Charles’ mistuken 
notion of Kingly prerogatives had overthrown. 
Butasto the precise securities -to be insisted 
upon that was a question he was for the most 
part content during this period, to leave’ to 
uthers. Phere was probabiy far tore 
irankness than guile in his reply to sir 
Philip Warwick. toward the closeof this year 
(1641), When asked wifat he and his party would 
have. “Lean tell you,” said Oliver, “what I 
would not have, but 1 cannot tell you what I 
would.’ 


What element of religious entnusiasm 
there was in Cromwell, and what effeet this 
had upon his many-sided character, one can 
only judge by the results. Certainly it 
seem’ that a different nai was speaking in 
these words of Cromwell’s about Naseby 
fight. 

I can say this of Naseby, that when I saw the 
army draw up and marci in gallant order toward 
us, ahd we, a@ompany Of poor, Ignorant men, to 
seek how to order our baitie, the General having 
comnnuinded ine to order all the horse, I evouid 
not—riding alone about my busiuess— 
but smile out lo God in praises 
Inasstrance of victory, because God would by 
things thatare hot, bring to naught tuings that 
“ey of wilich [ had great assurauce, and God Hi id 
i

Chemical Aualysis. 
Dr.Curtman’s translation of Dr. Beilstein’s 
“Lessons in Qualitative Chemical Analy- 
sis” is a book prepared by a St. Louis scient- 
ist, and issued py a St. Louis publishing 
firm (St. Louis Stationery and Book Com- 


pany), which is‘a credit to the city. It is not 
a large work, put within the limits of 154 
pages the author has managed to include an 
admirable and practicabie treatise on analy~ 
sis, chiefly with the biow-pipe. Dr, Curtman 
has added a great deal of original matter, es- 
pecially upon organie and volumetric analy- 
sis, and has added a large amount of notes, 
allof which are of the utmost interest and 
benefit to the student. Dr. Curtman_ is pro- 
fessor of chemistry at the Missouri Medical 
College and in the St. Louis College of 
Pharmacy. 


Literary Notes. . 


The editor of the new English magazine 
which the Macmillans are about to publishis 
showing excellent judgment in the matter of 
poetry, He has announced that ‘‘Poetry will 
be admitted as often as itis found possible 
to secure contributions from acknowledged | 
masters of the craft.”” American magaziues 
might follow this example with advantage— 
so far, at least, as never to print verses un- 
less they are too good to be refused. 


The first two volumes of an entirely new 
edition of Emerson’s works will be published 
shortly by Houghton, Miffin & Co. The 
first volume is entitled “Nature, Addresses 
and Lectures,” and has heretofore been 
known by the title “‘Misceilanies.’’ This 
book will contain anew portrait of Mr. 
Emerson, etched by Schoff. ‘The second vol- 
umes will bethe First Series of Essays. 
This edition, which comprises allof Mr. 
Emerson’s works bitherte published and 
and two new volumes of essays, /ectures 
and speeches, wili be issued immediately. 


The *“*Compte-rendu of the Imperial Library 
of St. Petersburg’ enumerates the acquisi- 
tions made by means of the gifts of the late 
Emperor. ‘These include the palimpsests 
and the Greek and Oriental manuscripts of 
Tischendorff, the collection of Oriental 
mauuscripts of Prince Dolgorouky, two col- 
lections of Hebrew manuscripts of Firko- 
vitch, and valuable Slavonic incunabula. 

During the next year The Century expects 

to print at least three stories of varying 
length by Henry James. The first one, “*Im- 
pressions of a Cousin,” is entirely American 
in subject, the scene being laid in New York 
or the country near it. ‘The second ts longer 
aud will be called ‘Lady Barberina.”’

Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

Paris, September 6, 1883.—I stated in 
my last letter 1 would give you more details 
in regard to glaciers. About two miles from 
Chamonix there is a large hill composed en- 
tirely of glacier debris. This is undoubtedly 
a gigantic outwork or terminal! morraine left 
in some remote age by the glacier des Bois, 
which then probably occupied the whole 
plain and rose to a height of at least 500 feet 
above its present level. The guides say that 
the wind exercises a great influence over 
glaciers, as the predominance of a particular 
wind during several seasons drifts the snuw 
constantly on one glacier and lays another 
bare, thus oceasioning the diminution of the 
first ice flow and increase of the other. 
Beyond the 

VILLAGE OF ARGENTIERE 

is an immense ridge running entirely across 
the valley of Chamounix,and is about 200 feet 


above the present level of the valley. This is 
a terminal morraine of the glacier that once 
filled the valley. The side morraines of the 
same glacier can be seen in many places 
along the edge of the vailey, that is, where 
the medern giaciers and streams have not 
swept them away. Several French scientists 
have attempted to show that this ridge was 
not formed by a giacier but by icebergs 
drifting over this spot, when this portion of 
the earth was under water, grounding apd 
melting in place, thus “a their cargo 
of stones. ‘This fact is rendered improbable 
by the fact that they are placed without 
mixture of other reck and in tov regular an 
order to have been left by icebergs floating 
hither and thither, subject to the caprice of 
the winds and currents on the seas. 

Since I have been in Paris I have been al- 
most constantiy sight-seeing. There is so 
much to be seen here that I doubt very much 
whether a person could see it all in three 
months, working constantly every day. I 
think the most interesting thing I have seen 
in the so-called fashionable city is 

THE SEWERS. 

Mr. Gordon, a gentleman from New York, 
asked me it l would go with him to the 
sewers of Paris. Ltold him I would be ex- 
ceedingly happy to do so, providing he could 
get the necessary permit. By paying a small 
bribe to one of the young engineers of the 
sewer department the permit was obtained 
from the Prefect of the Seine. 

Taking a cab at the hotel door we were 
rapidly driven to the Placedu Chateleb, here 
in the open square we founda smali round 
house, the entrance to the sewer. After 
presenting our tickets to the official at the 
door we entered and began to descend the 
circular staircase. This led us about twen- 
ty-tive feet below the level of the street. As 
we emerged fromthe dark staircase a brill- 
iant spectacle greeted our eyes, a large tun- 
nel beautifully illuminated with eleetric 
light; about twenty or thirty officials in gay 
uniforms and forty or fifty visitors like our- 
selves. We were shown to cars, resembling 
our railroad hand-cars very much, and after 
changing our suits about six or seven times, 
on account of an obnoxious official. we start- 
ed On our tour through the sewers of Paris. 

After running along the Rue de Sebasto- 
pol about one-half mile we came tothe Rue 
de Rivoli. The cars were turaed at right 
angles to their first course by means of a 
turn-table, and we traversed the Rue de Ri- 
volo as far as theegout collecteur, or one of 
the main sewers that run at right angles to 
the Seine. 

A DESCRIPTION OF THE SEWERS 
so far traversed would now be in order: 
The sewers always take their name from 
the streets underneath which they run, so 


that lead intothe houses bear the same num- 
ber at their entrance into the main as the 
houses which they drain. In fact the sewers 
are simply the streets of a city that corre- 
spond tw the streets of Paris, an underground 
Paris as it were. 

To aid me in explaining the construction, 
I will append the following sketch, a eross- 
section of the sewer under Rue de Sebasio- 
pol. One will answer for all: 


AA Arethe water mains that supply the in- 
habitants with pure water. 

BGG Are the gas mains. 

eeccet. Are rubber tubes inclosing the 
telephone and telegraph wires. 

D Is the sewer proper. 

EE Are rails for the cars. 

KK Are the branch sewers. 

LL Are the two foot paths on either side for 
the workmen. 

This tunnel is 16 feet high by 18 feet wide; 
the sewer itself is 5 feet deepand4 feet 
wide. 

At the forward end of each car there isa 
gate that moves up and down in grooves. 
This gate exactly fits the sewer, and once 
each day the sewers are swept clean by 
diopping the gate and pursuing the car 
along to the egouts colliectears. 

At the intersection of the Rue de Rivoli 
and egouts collecteurs, we took boats, 

LARGE UNGAINLY LOOKING CRAFTS 
constructed entireiy of iron, and holding 
about twenty-five people each, At their for- 
ward end they have a large gate that can be 
raised or lowered by means of a erank, and 
by this means the collecteurs are swept down 
to the Seine. The coltecte irs are much 
larger than the one described, being about 
twenty-five feet wide by twenty feet high 
and the sewer proper eight feet wide by ten 
deep. We traveled about one and a_ half 
miles in these boats and emerged at the Place 
de la Madeleine, after a journey under 
ground of about fouranda iialf miles. The 
total length of the sewers of Paris is about 

500 MILES, — 
During the whole journey I did not notice 
at any time, a bad odor. Everything seemed 
to be fresh and clean. This ‘may be due to 
the heavy rain we had just before our jour- 
ney. The sewers are all constructed of solid 
masonry and lined with waterproof cement.

| quantity. This system of drainage has been 
1 80 beneiicia! to the public health that the an- 
nual death-rate,which was 36 per 1,000 under 
Louis XVL., has been reduced to 25 per 1,900, 
deaths from violence and war not Inciuded. 
Paris isthe only continental city provided 
with a complete system of underground 
yo and has the finest system in the 
world. 

There is a penalty prescribed for any one 
that throws offal or dirty water in the 
streets, proper channels being provided 
everywhere for all kinds of filth, We are 
much indebted to Mons. Bollin. one of the 
engineers, for inforrastion received. He 
explained everything as we went along, and
